Applicants repeatedly allege that Optimal does not disclose generating a model used to analyze the power network but then note that the 
data set used in Optimal specifies how the power network is modeled, thus anticipating generating a power network model. Furthermore, 
the listed benefits of Optimal as described in the evidence provided in both Teresko and BusinessWire empahsize analysing and seeing 
and entire network as a whole and in great detail, thus anticipating a single integrated mathematical model that includes transmission-level 
buses and distribution-level buses. Furthermore, Applicants have failed to provide evidence that the Aempfast software used in Optimal 
Technologies does not anticipate the claim limitations, i.e. Aempfast User's Manual. 
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
